The accompanying financial information listed as 
supplemental schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and is not a required part of the combined financial 
statements of the Town of Stratford, New Hampshire. The information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the combined, 
combining and individual fund financial statements and, in our opinion, is 
fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the combined financial 
statements taken as a whole.

In 1982 in the Town of Stratford, the North 
Country Council coordinated information between the 
NH Dept. of Resources and Economic Development and 
the Town regarding the Town's recreation grant; 
provided continuing assistance in establishing 
recreation facilities and working with state and 
federal program; and provided information describing 
the requirements of the regular phase of the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 


In addition to providing specific assistance to 
your town, the Council works on activities that 
benefit several towns and the entire North Country. 
In economic development, the Council has provided 
direct local assistance to several communities in 
their local development programs and has continued 
to seek approval from the Economic Development 
Administration for a revolving loan fund to assist 
Small and medium sized businesses in eight communi- 
ties. AS a member of the Small Business Development 
Program for Northern New Hampshire, NCC has provided 
information to prospective businesses on the 
available training and financial programs. The 
Economic Development Committee has met on issues 
Such as trends in the wood products industries, the. 

future of the North Country railroad system and 
- small business development and financing. 


One of the major efforts for towns is community 
planning. The Council staff met throughout the year 
with numerous planning boards, selectmen, and 
master plan committees to discuss community issues 
and, Drovide--solutLONS such as zoning, SUDGIVISION 
requlations, site plan review, sigqn,parking, septic 
System and mobile home regulations, recreation 
planning, business and traffic surveys, and more. 
The Council organized a subdivision workshop in the 
Spring for planning board members, coordinated the 
Municipal Law Lectures in the fall, and provided 
information to towns on HUD's small cities 
community development block grant programs. In an 
effort to maintain essential planning assistance to 
Our towns given the somewhat smalled budget, our 
Community Planning Committee established a clear 
policy on membership services.

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For the last year and a half, the Council has 
published NEWS FOR SELECTMEN, an informative report 
on local, regional, state and federal activities and 
trends. The Council is active on the state and 
national level through the NH Association of 
Regional Planning Commissions and the National 
Association of Regional Councils. We we very 
fortunate to have our former President and Jackson 
representative Oliver Nelson serve as the Chairman 
of the National Advisory Committee on Rural Devel- 
opment. This past summer, the Committee prepared 
a rural development strategy. The Council set up 
one of two in-state meetings to solicit views from 
the public on rural needs and practical solutions. 


As in the past, the Council's major emphasis 
Will continue to be technical assistance and 
information on matters with local officials to 
discuss projects and needs of the towns. 


On behalf of the Council and its Board of 
Directors, we thank you for your support during the 
past year and hope that the Town will continue to 
use the services of NCC during 1983. Please feel 
free to contact either one of us or the Council 
Staff in Franconia at 823-8108 or 823-5566.

AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your 
business, good business! This slogan has been the 
motto of the N.H. Division of Forest and Lands, 
Forest Fire Service since 1909 when the first forest 
fire laws were passes by the Legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest 
fire protection program of State and local forest 
fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, 
established New Hampshire as a leader in forest fire 
prevention and control. Our annual acreage loss to 
forest fires of one-half acre per fire is the best 
in the nation. This fire record has come about 
through the cooperative efforts of our state/town 
forest fire protection program. The state provides 
detection of fires, training for local forest fire 
wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment 
to local fire departments, and technical advice at 
the fire ground. Local governments provide the 
volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as 
wardens and deputy wardens and who respond quickly 
to suppress reported forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline 
in annual acres lost to forest fires since 1910 
when the average fire burned 33 acres compared to 
the modern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the state/ 
towns and our entire citizenry can this record be 
maintained.

TRANSMITTAL AND COMMENTARY LETTER 





The School Board 
Stratford School District

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various 
funds and account groups of the Stratford School District for 
the year ended June 30, 1982 and have issued our report there- 
on dated December 15, 1982. As part of our examination we re- 
viewed and tested the District's system of internal accounting 
controls to the extend we considered necessary to evaluate the 
system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. 
Under these standards, the.purpose of such evaluation is to es- 
tablish a basis for reliance thereon to determine the nature, 
timing and extent of such auditing procedures that are necessary 
for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. Such 
study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we 
believe to be material weaknesses. 


_ Student Activity Funds Not Available For Audit 


In the previous audit period the student activities fund 
was not audited due to the poor condition of the records. In 
the current audit period again as mentioned in our audit re- 
port the student activities fund was not audited, because the 
records had been erroneously disposed of. 


We recommend that district officials prepare and retain 
auditable reports for these student activity funds so that you 
may be reasonably assured that the District's fiduciary respon- 
sibilities to the school students are being fulfilled. 


Computer System Does Not Generate A Detailed Statement of 
Fxpenses 


The present electronic data processing system does not 
provide a detailed statement of items charged to a specific 
expense category, but generates only monthly year-to-date ex- 
penditure totals. 


If the Superintendent or a principal etc. requests an 
analysis of items charged to an expenditure category, this 
analysis must be prepared manually, which is totally incon- 
sistent with the rationale for having a computer in the first 
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place. The lack of detail expenditures makes auditing the 
District's books more difficult. 


We would recommend the School Board investigate the possi- 
bility of expanding the existing system or replacing it with 
another system that would provide adequate detail to more 
easily monitor District expenditures and facilitate a speedy 
audit. 


Co-Curriculum Payments Made as Contract Payments Instead of 
Being Payroll Payments 


Co-Curriculum payments are being made as contract payments 
with no related payroll tax withholding. 


These payments are payroll expenditures and should be 
treated as payroll with the related payroll tax withholding. 


Purchase Order System Needs Refining 


The purchase order system in place in 1982 needs to be 
implemented more fully. Purchase orders should be used for all 
expenditures and should clearly indicate who placed the order, 
the purchase order price, the Business Administrator's approval, 
and the receipt of the merchandise or services. 


Lack of Control Over Hot Lunch Revenues 





At present the School District does not have control over 
hot lunch program revenues. 


If a dishonest person were running the program it would be 
simple to misappropriate district monies. 


We would recommend that the Business Administrator develop 
a system whereby revenues could be monitored and closely con- 
trolled. 


Other 


The objective of internal control is to provide reasonable 
but not absolute, assurance as to safeguarding of assets against 
loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and the reliability 
of financial records for preparing financial statements and 
maintaining accountability for assets. The concept of reason- 
able assurances recognizes that the cost of a system of inter- 
nal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived 
and also recognizes that the evaluation of these factors neces- 
sarily requires estimates and judgments by management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized 
in considering the potential effectiveness of any system. of in- 
ternal accounting control. In the performance of most control 
procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of instruc- 
tions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other personal 
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factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon 
segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Simi- 
larly, control procedures can be circumvented intentionally by 
Management with respect to the estimates and judgments required 
in the preparation of financial statements. Further projection 
of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future per- 
iods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inade- 
quate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


The following conditions, while not material weaknesses in 
internal accounting control merit your consideration. 


Our study and evaluation of the District's system of inter- 
nal accounting control for the year ended June 30, 1982 which 
was set forth in the first paragraph, would not necessarily dis- 
close all weaknesses in the system. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire School Dis- 
tricts, the Stratford School District has not maintained a re- 
cord of its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain con- 
trol of its existing fixed assets we recommend the District 
cause an inventory of these assets as soon as practical. As 
part of their long-term policies, District officials should in- 
itiate fixed asset records. Cost or consideration given is the 
generally accepted method for valuing fixed assets, and should 
be recorded on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documen- 
_tation of cost is unavailable for existing fixed assets, an es- 
timate of the original cost is an acceptable standard under 
accounting principles for governmental entities. The existence 
of fixed asset records will not only aid District officials in 
their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool 
in long-range planning. 


Present Treasurer Is Now An Employee Of The Supervisory Union, 
Which Impairs The Independence Of The Treasurer's Function 





After the close of our audit period, June 30, 1982, the 
Treasurer of the Stratford School District in August of 1982 
became an employee of School Administrative Unit 58, which per- 
forms the bookkeeping and all other administrative functions 
for the Stratford School District. 


The Business Administrator and Treasurer functions are two 
completely separate functions, which serve as a check on each 
other and to have a Treasurer who also works for the Supervis- 
ory Union obviously influences that person's independence. 


We would recommend the School District explore the possi- 
bility of finding a Treasurer who is not an employee of the 
School District or administrative unit. 


Publication Requirement 


The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this 
letter shall be published in the next annual report of the 
School District. 


However, we suggest that you consider the publication of 
the entire report which includes auditor's opinion, financial 
statements and notes to financial statements. No portion of 
either the auditor's opinion, financial statements or notes to 
financial statements may be published separately.* 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of 
the Stratford School District for their assistance during the 
course of our audit.

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REPORT OF THE OFFICE OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Perhaps few challenges face our school districts of the 
magnitude created by the uncertainties of our current North 
Country economic climate and the continued need to provide a 
quality education for our young people. In an era of infla- 
tion, high unemployment, high property taxes, and almost non- 
existent state support for programs the state requires schools 
to conduct, it is difficult to balance the two key needs of 
effective schools and reasonable budgets. Compromises must be 
made, often among choices which leave feelings of vague dis- 
satisfaction in their wake. Knowing the issues and recogniz- 
ing the priorities enable the public to make informed deci- 
sions regarding the wisest distribution of limited resources. 
Yet of all the difficult decisions to be made, keeping the 
educational welfare of the children first is of greatest 
importance. 


Ordinarily, the School Boards' role has been difficult 
enough to choose between improving existing programs and con- 
sidering additional curricular offerings. Under the present 
economic circumstances, the choice often narrows to that of 
maintaining status quo or considering retrenchment. Regret- 
ably, the potential for improvement of school programs dim- 
inishes in the face of harsh economic realities. 


Nevertheless, the emphasis still focuses on what we are 
doing for our children in a positive way. Of significant in- 
terest, the elementary reading program adopted by all three 
school districts of School Administrative Unit 58--the Spald- 
ing Phonics Program--has shown its value in both the achieve- 
ment of children and in its cost effectiveness. Special 
training for the teachers, provided through a federal grant, 
gave the staff the skills, techniques and confidence to begin 
instruction in this simple yet effective approach to teaching 
children word attack skills. Each staff member from kinder- 
garten through grade six is using the technique. Several high 
school teachers participated in the training, and are incor- 
porating it in their teaching where appropriate. A valuable 
outcome of having high school staff aware of how young child- 
ren learn to read, even if they do not actually teach in the 
reading area in their specialties, is to develop an apprecia- 
tion of what the total learning process includes and what they 
can expect their future students to have been exposed to as 
they move up through the grades. Continuity of curriculum is 
critical if we are to provide a meaningful, cohesive education 
for children. 


The administration is most appreciative of the support of 
parents of our school districts and our neighboring towns who 
choose to send their children to our schools. A faculty which 
also dedicates its energies to seeing our young people learn 
and grow in a stable academic climate further supports and 
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enhances the total process of education for the communities. 

Of course no school districts could exist or do their job of 
providing an education without the impact and guidance of pub- 
lic opinion. The school boards are the conduit of the communi- 
ties' expectations, and frame opinion into policy. This is not 
always as easy a task as it may seem, and those who serve on 
school boards are to be applauded for electing to navigate be- 
tween the Scylla of public opinion and the Charybdis of an un- 
certain economy. John Milton, one of the most towering intel- 
lects our culture ever produced, said over three centuries ago, 
"Where there is much desire to learn, there of necessity will 
be much arguing, much writing, many opinions; for opinion in 
good men is but knowledge in the making."'. And the making of a 
knowledgeable generation is the proper business of the schools.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The most significant item to report this year is how the 
school had to cope with the effects of a $38,000 budget cut. 
Programs were lost and staff adjustments had to be made. The 
high school was affected as follows: The Spanish program was 
eliminated and those students formerly scheduled for Spanish 
were re-scheduled to take French; the building trades program 
was eliminated; the physical education program was eliminated 
and one-half of a staff person's salary was cut; the fee for 
students to take driver education was increased to $100 from 
$25. The elementary school was affected as follows: a full 
staff position (grade 6) was eliminated. The kindergarten 
teacher was scheduled to teach sixth grade for half the day, 
and the part-time physical education teacher was scheduled to 
teach grade 6 for half the day. Transportation was affected by 
eliminating the run to the upper mill house area and by elim- 
inating the activity bus to school events, including basket- 
ball games. 


The elementary school staff worked with the principal to 
develop a combination handbook-curriculum guide for student and 
parent use. The elementary school math curriculum was revised 
and adapted to provide for a more complete teaching of basic 
math skills. A system of program objectives, complete with 39 
basic competencies in math for students to master by the end of 
grade 6, was implemented. 


The elementary staff studied methods to improve the language 
arts curriculum and turned to a more phonetic approach to the 
teaching of reading. 


The business teacher and the principal collaborated with 
the superintendent to improve the business education curriculum. 
A data processing course will be added to the curriculum begin- 
ning in September, 1983. Computers will be used in both account- 
ing and office practice classes, so that our students will be 
exposed to data processing methods and applications to enable 
them to be better prepared beyond high school.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or 
who is receiving special education and/or related services, 
you have the following rights: 


--You have a right to have access to and examine all records 
relating to your child's education. 


--You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever 
the local educational agency proposes to begin or change the 
special education referral, evaluation and/or educational 
placement of your child. You also have a right to give your 
written consent before initial special education placement 
and before any individual evaluation of your child. 


--You have a right to question any matter, decision or recom- 
mendation relating to your child's referral, evaluation or 
educational placement. 


--You have a right to request an independent educational 
evaluation of your child if you disagree with the evaluation 
obtained by the local educational agency. If your request 
is accepted, the evaluation will be conducted by a certified 
or licensed professional examiner who is independent of the 
local educational agency and will be performed at no cost to 
you. Should your request be denied, you have a right to 
appeal this decision as described below. 


---If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation 
or educational placement of your child, you have a right to 
meet with the school board. If an agreement is unable to be 
reached, you have the right to an impartial hearing conducted 
by a state appointed due process hearing officer. 


--At this hearing you have the right to be assisted by person(s) 
with special knowledge or training, or by an attorney, and 
the right to present evidence and confront, cross-examine and 
compel the attendance of witnesses. 


--After this hearing, you have the right to a written or elec- 
tronic verbatim recording of such hearing. You have the right 
to obtain written findings of fact and decisions of the hear- 
ing at no cost. 


--If the decision of the impartial hearing at the local level is 
not acceptable to you, you have the right to appeal this de- 
cision to the State Board of Education or Civil Court. 


--During any of the hearing or appeal procedures your child 
shall remain in the current educational program or, if apply- 
ing for initial admission to the public school, shall be 
placed in a regular program until all proceedings have been 
completed, unless you and the school officials agree otherwise.
